MAGIC CLEANING FLUID 


Ray Forbes, W9HNS sent in an excerpt from an Ind. State Police Belle- 
tin by Zelion Audritsch and we reproduce it here as it may enable the 
reader to help the appear ance of some of hisolder gear. 


With all these so-called sensitive receivers with a half-micrpvolt 
sensitivity, after a while you find it requires several microvolts to 
open the squelch, or you can hardly hear any stations at all. Then 
again you obtain a good RF wattmeter and find that your 30 wetter is 
actually putting only 4 watts of signal into the antenna, 


Dust, corrosion, and oxidation can be your worst trouble withogt your 
realizing it, or if you suspect such to be your main difficulty, com- 
batting these conditions becomes your biggest problem. 


A cleaning fluid, which works 1iké magic, will make that receiver and 
transmitter with rigpr mortis perform and look lika a spanking new 
piece-of gear.  This-formula will make: one gallon fo cleaning fluid. 


8 02. ammonia 
3 oz. oheic acid 
4 02. acetone 
7 pints water 


Heres how you use it. Get yourself a small paint bmush and a good 
sized. pan to hold the liquid. Place the gear in the pan and start 
sopping the flvid all-over the gear with a painting and daubing ac- 
tion. Don't worry about the stuff getting into I.F. coils, transfor- 
mers, etc. Don't try to clean every small particle, let the solution 
do the work for you. -After five minutes of this work, wash the unit 
well with lukewarm weter,’and when the cleaning solution is well wash- 
“ed of the unit, put the whole thing into an oven at 140 to 160 degrees 
and bake' it for 2 hours or so, checking it once or twice to make sure 
the oven is not too hot. After thoroughly drying out the unit, you 
will find in addition to a nice bright and shiny piece of gear that 
you have a transmitter with maximum output once more or a receiver 
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that will perform as well or better than one from the dealers! shelf. a4 


&n alternate method of drying is to use a good infra-red heat lamp 
and md the equipment this way which is reported to surpass the oven. 
method. 


Remember, sensitivity of a receiver and output of a transmitter will 
skyrocket under the treatment above described. ‘al
